In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) claims 1-8, drawn to a method of making a rephca. 
Group 11, claim(s) s 9-17, drawn to a replica. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature linking the two groups 
of inventions is carrying out a UV-light initiated or thermal curing treatment on a silicon based 
reactive material. This feature is shown in the prior art as US 4,5 1 0,094 discloses exposing a 
silicon based reactive material to UV radiation (Column 2, lines 19-30). Therefore, since the 
special technical feature fails to define a contribution over the prior art, unity of invention 
between the two groups is lacking. 

A telephone call was made to Kathleen Asher on August 6, 2008 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
